California merchants appreciate the tre¬ 
mendous vaJue of publicity. The chief dif¬ 
ference between California merchants and 
those of Orlando is that the former expect 
to do business the year round and do it, re¬ 
gardless of the tourist crop. When busi¬ 
ness is slack the advertising appropriations 
instead of being decreased or dispensed 
with entirely, are simply increased . 

All large business institutions were small 
at one time and have been built up on a con¬ 
sistent publicity policy, together with the 
rendering of a meritorius service. By and 
large we get just about what w'e go after 
and expect to get out of the business of 
life; though occasionally the unexpected, 
like a pair of twins will bob up, which how¬ 
ever is only an extra blessing like landing 
two fish on the same line. 

The first decision of importance is the 
matter of the annual publicity appropria¬ 
tion, which usually and rightfully so is 
based on a percent of the annual expected 
pries volume irrespective of business condi¬ 
tions which may prevail. Thus when bus : - 
ncss does not come up to the expected vol¬ 
ume or forecast, the monthly publicity ap- 
proprlati n is increased and when business 
is good the same may be decreased at will.
